Dr. Eugene B. Ferris and Dr. 
David I. Abrahamson have found, 


after two years of research at the 
May institute, Cincinnati Jewish hos- 
pital, that the flow of blood into the 
forearms is controlled separately 
from the hands. 

They discovered that certain nerv- 
ous stimuli will diminish the flow of 
blood to the hand, but not into the 
forearm and similarly in the legs 
and feet. 

Hard thinking and emotional prob- 
lems, which might stimulate arteri- 
al blood pressure, often cause a pas- 
sive increase in the blood flow to the 
arm, but generally cause a decrease 
in the flow to the hands, the physi- 
cians found.

The conference adopted a report 
recommending (1) soil tests preced- | 
ing applications of limestone, super- 
phosphate and potash, (2) increase 
acreage in permanent pasturage, 
(3) increased planting of trees and 
forest preservation and (4) county 


mechanical and cultural erosion-con- 
trol practices. 

The agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration was requested to urge 
“that every farmer in 1940 and 1941 
be encouraged to a greater extent to 
carry out the particular soil-conser- 
vation measure most needed and 
best suited to his farm.’’ Farmers 
already using _ soil-erosion-control 
methods were urged to adopt at 
least one new method to serve as 
an example for neighbors.

Old Homes Restored. 

“The Alexandria of Washington’s 
day had a population of about 2,800. 
The 1930 census gave it 24,149. Orig- 
inally within the 10-mile square of 
the District of Columbia, Alexan- 
dria now is a popular residence town 
for Washingtonians, who have re- 
stored many of the city’s old homes. 

“The port of Alexandria, now 
scheduled for further development, 
profited by a federal appropriation 
of a quarter of a million dollars in 
1910 for improvements and mainte- | 
nance. A depth of 24 feet at low } 
tide was provided for a distance of 
more than a mile along the Alex- 
andrian bank of the mile-wide Po- | 
tomac river. There are 16 regular j 
shipping wharves. 

“The town is five miles below 
Washington and 105 miles from the 
mouth of the river at Chesapeake 
bay. The wharves have been used 
in recent years largely for handling 
sand and gravel, phosphate rock, 
pulpwood, petroleum products and 
fertilizer materials. The leading 
item in coastwise shipment was 
coal. There is an extensive freight 
classification yard; six trunk-line 
railways connect with the North, 
South and West.”
